Washington, February 29,—By a 
two to one the board of cabi- 
officers charged with the enforce- 
the pure food law today en- 
tered a findl decision against the use 
of saccharine in prepared foods. Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson and. Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor Nage. 
confirmed the decision that food con- 
taining saccharine was adulterated, 
secretary of tne Treasury MacVeagh 
dissented. One month's grace will be 
given manufacturers to arrange for 
the elimination of saccharine. 

After three days of experiments the 
Remsen board reported that the addi- 
tion of saccharine to food as a sub- 
stitute for sugar “must be regarded 
as a substitution involving a reduc- 
tion in the food value of the sweeteneca 
product, and hence a reduction in 
quality.” 

A decision then. was made that the 
use of saccharime would be prohibited 
after July 1, 1911. On appeals from 
the "manufacturers, however, the time 
was extended.

TRAVELING MEN CALL ON 
CONSTITUTION IN BEHALF

Yesterday morning The Constitution 
received a call from a delegation of 
well-known Atlantans, members .of the 
,executive boards of the local and state 
| divisions of the Travelers’ Protective 
| Association, who wished to place them- 
lselves on record as emphatically in- 
dorsing an investigation to disclose 
whether substantial reductions in car 
fares cannot. justly be made by the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company. 
These gentlemen had delegated R. A. 
Broyles, conspicuously identified with 
business and public affairs in Atlanta, 
to look into the matter tentatively and 
express their views in a communica- 
tion to The Conatitution. 

According to each member of the del- 
egation, the traveling men of Atlanta 
are practically a unit in demanding 
that trolley fares be. included in the 
probe now pending of the other activi- 
ties of the corporation.
